“One night some of the 
girls cam e running and 
screaming from their room, 
which brought the matron on 
the run,” she laughed. “ You 
see they were lying there 
talking when they should 
have been sleeping and they 
thought someone was trying 
to climb in the window. It 
turned out to be a cow that 
was 
grazing 
near 
the 
building and it stuck it’s 
head through the window.” 
Foot Problems 
During her second year of 
college Mrs. Bradshaw' said 
she developed a very sore 
foot and frequent checks by 
the doctors revealed nothing 
at all. The pain continued 
and she was brought home 
where she remained the rest 
of the year. 
That fall, she returned to 
school almost a cripple and 
was given a room on the first 
floor. Each morning 
the 
m atron would put clean 
bandages on the foot and one 
morning while dressing it 
found a thorn trying to make 
its way out. 
Mrs. Bradshaw said this 
all could have been avoided 
had X rays been available in 
those days. 
She also mentioned that 
one of the girls in an ad­ 


joining room at college later 
became famous as Miriam 
A. (Ma) Fergeson, governor 
of Texas for two terms in the 
1920’s and ’30s. 
Music Teacher 
College behind her, Mrs. 
Bradshaw returned home 
and for the next few years 
taught music in Allen, living 
with the Whisenant family 
there. 
A seven-year courtship 
with Joe Bradshaw, a young 
businessm an 
in 
Plano, 
culminated in marriage on 
Dec. 23, 1902. They began a 
beautiful relationship that 
was to span 68 years, before 
Mr. Bradshaw passed away 
on April 3, 1971. 
“Our courtship was a lot 
different than those today.” 
Mrs. Bradshaw said. “Never 
during the seven years we

courted, did Mr. Bradshaw 
kiss me, and it was not until 
the night he placed the

The beautiful m arriage is

moving around. She said 
that 
there was never a 
quarrel between them and 
that he never went to sleep 
without saying, “ If I have 
done anything this day to 
offend you, please forgive 
me.”

Bag Now Has Status 


Accessory Known From Primitive Man

NEW YORK 
(UPI) 
— 
From prim itive man to 
space man, one simple item 
has proved its necessity. It’s 
the bag. 
Now, the American Crafts 
Council’s Museum of Con­ 
temporary Crafts has given 
it 
new status 
with 
an 
exhibition titled “Homage to 
the Bag.” The exhibit shows 
the 
significance of the 
carryall's role in society 
from ancient cultures to the 
space age. 
Some sort of carryall 
probably goes even further 
back, said Paul Smith, 
m u s e u m 
d i r e c t o r . 
“Primitive tribes wore very 
little, 
so 
had 
to 
have 
something for carrying. It’s 
hard to track the bag’s 
history, because the first 
ones probably were made of 
straw or some other natural 
m aterial and eventually 
destroyed or discarded. 
“ We 
know 
the 
early 
Romans and Greeks used 
bags.” 
As part of its photographic 
enlargements and slides that 
will go with the exhibit of 
actual bags, the crafts 
m useum 
includes 
one 
illustration of a sculpture at 
the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. 
The 
sculpture 
is 
of 
Egyptian origin, 1310 B.C., 
and the figure is shown with 
a simple bag. although not in 
detail. 
The 
crafts 
museum 
“homage” will open October 
IO 
— 
invitations 
to 
a 
m em bers’ 
preview 
are 
printed on a three by six-inch 
brown paper bag — and will 
run through January 4. 
Smith said it then will go

bags have been collected 
from individuals, crafts 
groups, artists and loaned by 
other museums. 
Why such an exhibit? 
“We’ve done a number of 
exhibitions of special things 
society uses everyday,” said 
Smith. “Certainly the bag is 
one. We’re not even getting 
into luggage. On luggage 
alone, we could do a whole 
show.” 
Ruth Amdur Tanenhaus, 
exhibition curator, said that 
although the exhibit dealt 
with the bag in tangible 
form s, 
we 
also 
must 
rem em ber 
its 
role 
in 
language 
and 
com ­ 
munications. 
Sometimes it is used dis­ 
p a ra g in g ly —“ You 
old 
bag,” 
“bagman,” 
carpet­ 
bagger,” “old money bags,” 
and “old windbag.” Other 
times it shows in slang or 
colloquialism 
such 
as 
“What’s your bag?” , "put­ 
ting on the feed bag’’, 
“brown bagging” our lunch, 
“It’s in the bag” , or we’re 
“left holding the bag.” 
And in Victorian days, the 


stylishly dressed women 
carried 
the 
exquisite 
reticules — soon dubbed the 
“ridicules.” 
Among the bags in the 
historic 
section 
of 
the 
exhibition are delicately 
woven and em broidered 
bags from Burma, Tibet and 
China. Classic bags from 
France and Belgium reflect 
the influence of the Art 
Nouveau and Art 
Deco 
periods. 
From the reconstruction 
period after the Civil War. 
th ere’s a carpetbag 
of 
mohair and leather, and 
from Scotland, an elaborate 
sporran (pouch bag) worn 
by highlanders for festive 
occasions during the late 
19th century. 
Several functional and hu­ 
morous bags appear such as 
soft sculpture bags — one 
shaped like a bagel, another 
like 
a 
hero 
sandwich, 
another a bacon, lettuce and 
tomato square. 
And 
naturally, 
the 
bicenntennial has inspired 
several, including one in red, 
white and blue motif with the 


Declaration of Independence 
imprinted and another an 
elaborate 
m elange 
of 
patriotic colors, badges, 
miniature flags, beading and 
a Coca Cola sign in the 
center. 
And the Pop artists have a 
go at it with such as Andy 
W arhol’s 
silk 
screen 
shopping bag imprinted with 
his famous soup can, and 
Claes Oldenburg’s ice bag, 
m easuring 40 inches in 
height, 48 in diameter.

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‘Swarm’ May Be

villain in the tradition of 
“ Jaw s,” 
a 
government 
expert 
says, 
may

"Swarm.” 
Just as the movie “Jaws” 
made millions of Americans 
terrified of sharks, Dr. John 
Harbo said a recent rash of 
books, television shows and 
factual reports could do the 
same for bees. 
Harbo said “Swarm” — a 
science fiction book by 
Arthur 
Herzog 
about 
swarms of bees that attack 
and kill humans — and 
reports of a South American 
killer hybird bee known to be 
headed northward toward 
the United States are giving 
the honey producing insects 
an 
undeserved 
bad 
reputation. 
“After Jaws came out we 
had all the rumors of shark 
attacks and everyone was 
scared to death of sharks,” 
said Harbo. head of research 
of the U. S. Agriculture 
Department’s Bee Breeding

Harbo is heading a $169,000 
government project to study 
the African bee — a highly 
aggressive bee which ac­ 
cording to Brazilian officials 
has killed 200 humans and 
thousands of anim als in 
South America over the past 
decade. 
Tile ill-tempered African 
bees look like ordinary 
honey bees, but are far more 
aggressive, can produce 
more 
honey 
and 
have 
become 
a 
menace 
throughout sections of South 
America. The bees were 
taken to Brazil for research 
purposes but some escaped. 
Research 
planned 
at 
Harbo’s 
laboratory 
will 
involve trying to determine 
what makes the African bees 
so fierce. Once scientists can 
determine that, they can try 
to find ways of eliminating 
the objectionable ch a rac­ 
teristics, using methods such 
as breeding 
them 
with 
gentler bees 
The African bees, which 
have reached as far north as 
French Guiana and could 
enter North America in 7 to 
IO years, are more easily 
provoked 
into 
stinging, 
according to the Brazilian 
Agriculture Ministry. 
But Harbo does not believe 
they will ever be a danger to 
North America. Harbo said 
the African bee will not ck) 
well in the cooler North 
American climate. 
“It’s generally believed 
that the African bee would 
survive in the southern 
United States, but it would 
be marginal,” Harbo said 
“Mv opinion is that it 
wouldn 't be optimal for them 
to survive. I don’t think they 
could thrive as well as they 
do in more equatorial areas 
I think we’re at the edge of 
their potential range."

Polly’s Pointers 


Treatment for 
permanent press 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY - How do I get blood stains out of per­ 
m anent press pillowcases? My children sometimes have 
nose bleeds in the night so the spots are quite dry by m or­ 
ning Soaking the stains in cold w ater only seems to set 
them. What can I use? I know one is not supposed to use 
bleach on perm anent press. Thank you. — MRS. B 
DEAR MRS. B. — One laundry authority suggests that 
stains in permanent press should be sponged as soon as 
possible and most stains such as wine, food coloring, fresh 
fruit juice, etc. treated y soon as possible with hydrogen 
peroxide or POWDERED bleach. You might also try soak­ 
ing in cold water. And on whites, use a little ammonia or a 
solution of two tablespoons salt to one tablespoon water. 
For average washables one treatment i9 to soak thirty 
minutes in cold water. If stain remains, soak in warm am­ 
monia water (three tablespoons ammonia to one gallon of 
water) for thirty minutes or longer. If stain still persists 
rub detergent in and launder using a bleach that is safe for 
the fabric. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the way some m eat is 
packaged at the m arket. I often pick up a package and have blood 
run down my arm s and even onto my clothes — MRS. T S 
DEAR POLLY — Some household cleaner and hand lotion 
bottles have pump dispensers that do not reach to the bottom of 
the bottle so one cannot pump out all the contents Cut off a sec­ 
tion of a plastic drinking straw and slip it over the tube of the 
pump The bottom of the bottle can be reached and practically all 
the contents used. — MRS A L M 
DEAR POLLY — Do tell the reader who has trouble cleaning 
her glass doors and windows that I did. too. until I started dissolv­ 
ing cornstarch (yes, ordinary cooking cornstarch) in cool water 
until about the consistency of thin custard Rub this on the glass, 
let dry, rub off and be surprised by the shine and slippery feeling 
of the glass. When dirt or dust settle on them, just wipe off with a 
soft cloth - JOSEPHINE. 
DEAR POLLY — When making large quantities of macaroni, 
potato or any other such salad for a large group, make use of your 
punch bowl. It makes a great salad bowl 
To help “ train” a hanging or climbing plant weigh the ends of 
the limbs with twist-on ties from bread wrappers wrapped 
around one or two nails placed where needed These ties will not 
dam age the plant when wrapped loosely around it and this is a 
good use for bent or rusted nails or screws — MRS F C

German shepherd but raised 
in an environment to be a 
super working dog 
since 
puppyhood,” 
M iller

plained, again rubbing the 
fanged arm. 
“This dog has not been 
allowed to be frightened of 
gunfire or discouraged from 
putting his feet up on people.

By DOROTHEA BROOKS 
United Press International 
They live down by the 
railroad tracks. 
In fact, they may live in 
the railroad station itself — 
Chattanooga’s 1909 Terminal 
Station, 
turned 
into 
an 
elegant hotel and restaurant 
by local businessmen after it 
lost its trains in 1970. 
This is just one example of 
recycling, the current trend 
in old buildings as well as old 
can s, bottles and scrap 
paper. 
Throughout the country, 
seem ingly m onstrous old 
structures 
— 
railroad 
station s, w arehouses, in­ 
dustrial 
plants, 
bank 
buildings, car bam s — are 
being 
transform ed 
into 
sound, 
attractiv e, 
often 
unusual and elegant quar­ 
ters 
for 
offices, 
shops, 
galleries 
and apartments. 
Robert P. Marshall, senior 
vice president of Turner 
Construction Co., New York, 
says such remodeling has 
much to recommend it. not 
the least of which is major 
savings in time and money. 
There are possibilities in 
virtually every community, 
some of them valuable not 
only for the structure but for 
the history. 
So convinced is Turner of 
the trend, the company has 
opened a new sales office in 
Washington, D. C., to help 
expand its activity in the 
field. 
Turner now is handling a 
$46-million conversion of the 
6 0 - y e a r - o l d 
f o r m e r 
Am erican 
M achine 
& 
Foundry industrial building 
in Brooklyn into a 532-bed 
full-service hospital instal­ 
lation. When completed in 
mid-1977, 
it 
will 
become 
h eadquarters 
for 
the 
Lutheran 
Medical Center, 
and focal point for a m ajor 
community 
redevelopment 


project. 
Finding new uses for old, 
nonproductive structures not 
only m akes good sense for 
investors and tenants, often 
it helps restore life to an 
area, im proving, m oder­ 
nizing 
while 
preservin g 
much 
of 
the 
original 
character and charm that 
might be lost with com­ 
pletely new construction. 
Take, for instance, the old 
Ghirardelli 
chocolate 
fac­ 
tory and The Cannery, a 
onetim e food processing 
plant, on San Francisco’s 
waterfront, 
both 
recycled 
into 
colorful, 
profitable 
shopping and tourist attrac­ 
tions — groupings of small 
shops, restaurants. 
The former Salt Lake City 
trolley barn now contains 
some 90 businesses, ranging 
from high-fashion stores to 
restaurants, movie houses 
and a farm er’s market. 
In Louisville, Ky., a ware­ 
house and bank have been 
combined with a new ad­ 
dition to make a home for the 
local theater company. The 
lobby is the former grand 
room built in 1837 for a bank. 
The 
form er 
Butler 
Bui l di ng. 
Mi nneapol i s , 
Minn., a warehouse built in 
1906, has been made into a 
sum ptuous 
com m ercial 
building with two floors of 
stores and seven floors of 
offices. 
A 300-room hotel 
eventually will occupy the 
other half of the structure. 
Granite warehouses built 
in Boston in the 1830s have 
been transformed into the 
opulent 
duplex 
Custom

a p a r t m e n t s 
overlooking the harbor. 
In New York City, one 
building recy cler, Henry 
M andel, has tran sform ed 
industrial buildings in fam ed 
Greenwich Village into three 
unique 
ap artm en t 
com ­ 
plexes. 


One, The Towers, may 
well be the success story of 
(he year on the Manhattan 
rental scene, with 85 per cent 
rental before com pletion. 
The project is described as 
an outstanding example of 
what can be done, 
but 
usually isn’t. 
Formed by the joining of 
two ad jacen t stru ctu res, 
originally erected about 1900 
for use as U.S. government 
w arehouses, The Tow ers 
now contains 158 middle- 
income 
apartments, 
each 
with “ fringe benefits” of the 
type often available only in 
recycled 
buildings. 
All 
ground floor units have 14- 
foot high ceilings which were 
utilized to provide sleeping 
lofts. Second floor apart­ 
ments have curved windows, 
m ade 
possible 
through 
preservation of two story 
arch es 
in 
the 
original 
stru ctu res. Many of the 
apartm en ts are one-of-a- 
kind, unusual in size and 
shape, unlike the pick-it-off- 
a-floor-plan units common to 
new construction. 
Many old buildings offer 
such amenities as carved 
paneling, fine woodwork, 
stained g la ss. Most are 
spaciou s. 
Som e 
Tow ers 
apartments, 
for 
instance, 
have 600-square-foot living 
rooms; some studios are 50 
feet long. Construction is 
solid. Thick walls provide 
soundproofing. Locations 
often are choice. 
The recyclings, according. 
to 
T u rn er’s 
M arshall, 
seldom 
arou se 
negative 
com m unity 
reaction, as 
m ajor new rehabilitation 
efforts often do. and there is 
little 
likelihood 
of 
en­ 
vironmentalist concern. 
The recycler comes on 
more like “ a knight on a 
white charger, helping to 
preserve the city,” as as one 
architect put it.
